At that 
time S^ETA advised that he was residing at 209 California Street 
and' was emplo yed by the Chrysler Corporation, Highland Part, Kieht- 
igsu KC&XtA stated that tn.-mp^bsni Degjwher 20, 1913 Is ClwJ, -

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parent# were still residing in Rumania to the best of his knowledge* 
He added that he had not corresponded with his parents for several 
years because of security reasons and that they were not aware of 
his whereabouts. 

HUMITA advised that he had completed three years 
of college in Rumania prior to serving his one year (1940-41) In the 
Roumanian Army. He said that he had never been affiliated with any 
political party in Rumania and that although he was aware of the 
principles of the Iron Guard that he had never sympathised with 

then, ii^added, however, that ne had considered King MICH A£L as a 

good tseaareh who was trying to help the Roumanian people'-.^ > •'^*^***^8 
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HUMITA stated that in 1942 he was taken to Germany 
to work in a. forced labor camp. He said that in Germany he wao 
stationed in Mecklenberg. He added that in 1945 he tried to escape l%4%Ji 
from this labor samp but was captured by the Germans and sent to 
Buehemsald where he remained until his liberation by the United States' v \ 
Aria^r. 

HUMITA went on to relate that in 1945 he ©ent from . 
Germany to Rome under the sponsorship of the International Rehateiliteteicgl •; 
©r|gcaAcetiea whore he stayed until his leaving for the United States* 
HUMITA stated while In Rome he was connected with the . Interactional 
Rehabilitation organisation serving as Secretary to *l>e 7ice Precideasb 
of the Roumanian Roman Catholic' C©B®ittee • He said that the President 
of- the Committee wasCReverendtffcoSKA wholes a Roman Catholic priest* 

He said that there were sorownere between 1000 and 1500 seekers ef the 
camp and to the best of his knowledge there was no Communist affilla*. 
tlon nor old members of the Iron Guard': and that the Cossaittee was 

completely separate and conducted no business with the official 
RffiUaaanian legation In Rose. 






While In Roma ISHBiraub, stated he received 
money from the International Rehabilitation Organisation, which organ* 
lection was financing his schooling at the University of Rose. At the 
University of Rome HUMITA stated he received his Bachelor Degree is 
Economics. 

HUMITA recalled CO H3T ANTIK , KI CU DA as s fellow 
Rouma n ian • student at the University of Roms and also' as an acqualntas®# 
in the United States. According to HUMITA, MICUDA end himself were 
In different IRQ camps in Rome because of their difference in roll 
faith. He said that he had no knowledge nor had he ever made, any 
Inquiry as to KICUDA'c pest or present political beliefs. 
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HU MIT A stated that he had met Princ©^ i NGALICErF 
on one occasion in Rome when some of his money from the IRO was 
sent to the Roumanian Orthodox Camp by mistake. He said that he 
believed SNGALICEFF to be a Russian because of his name but does 
not know why he was connected with the Roumanian camp. He also 
stated that he had no way of knowing whether or not ENGALICEFF 
was an imposter* 

As for DALI.ACORT, HUKITA had oialy known her by 
name and could not recall her first name* He saii that he understood 
she was an Italian escapee from Italy* He added that she could have 
beam connected with the Roumanian legation in Rome but he was not 
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H OMIT A said he left Rome via train to 
Germany from where he sailed for the United State®, arriving in 
York in Kerch. 1951. HUKITA said that he was presently studying 
Gov®mss®t and English at Wayne University evenings. 

HUMXTA said that since coming to the United 
he had participated in no political activities nor had he had 
contact© with the Roumanian Legation here or in Rome* He said 
he had attended a Roisssmien function at which he was asked to 
speech* He said that he s ur est cd the possibility of organising 
"■Friends of the Kink* club at this function. He said that the 
possibility of such a club had occured to him as a passing fancy 
because King MICHAEL had been extremely friendly towards Roussasl 
la Italy* le added that he had been in audience with the King 
two ceesdcKs in *fcaly after Ring MICHAEL abdicated the throne 




In addition to MICUDA, HUKITA stated that he was 
acquainted with QSORQmjIUSUj who .was a student in architecture at the 
University of Michigan and IULID 79 TLTSAHU who was presently In Milwaukee^ 
Wisconsin. He stated that he knew these two individuals as fellow 
Roumanian refugees in Italy but was not aware of their political 
faiths* 



COHSTANT^lScUDA was . interviewed on December 29* 
1952 by BA ROBERT Jtf»- CARTER and the reporting agent* At that, tls® 
he stated he .%ga® /bam April 13 f 1922 In Brasov. R umania* He said 
that his father* YASIL&^&uTJCA * was a retired Superintendent of 
edboels la Brasov* having retired in 193d* KICUDA stated that he 
had never held any positions or jobs in Rumania but had spent the 
entire' ties while there as \a student * He denied ever having been a 
member of the Iron Guard' - \ or ever participating in any pclticel 
activities .there* \' 
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MIC’JDA stated that in the latter part of January, 
1942 he left Rumania to study engineering in Berlin, Uhsrlottenburg, 
Offinaa ny. He said that Roumanians desiring to study engineering or 
medicine in Oerm&ny were not questioned as to their political beliefs’ 
and were exempted from military service. He stated that he stayed 
in Berlin until 1944 when he went to Vienna, Austria with the rest 
of the Roumanian students in Berlin. HICUDA denied that be had 
organised Radio Danow in Vienna and said that the only contact he 
had with that radio station was to play the harmonica on a radio 
program on Mothers* hay in 1944. 

He said that in Vienna as the Soviet Armies 
approached on on® side and the Western Armies from the other, the 
Roumanians were moved from place to place until their final liberation 
by British troop® • He said that after the British troops arrived he 
was placed in an exchange camp, MICUDA described this camp as one 
for Romanian Legation personnel and their families, students and 
entertainers. He said that he stayed in this exchange camp for about 
©ss® month when they were transferred to Bologna, Italy from where they 
were to go by water to Rumania. MICUDA said that he and about ten 
others were allowed to remain in Italy ae political refugee® rather 
than return to Rumania as the result of a request from the Vatican* 
MTCUDA stated that while in Roma he studied at the University of Rom© 
90 veil as holding a part time job as an artist. 





He stated that he received spoe assistance from 
the IRQ and one $200 loan from a - Doctor) ERNESyTTSTlSFSL. He added 
that Or* STJEFEI, was an HD from Switzerland whom he had met when 
STI3FEL visited Rome and he (MICUDA) acted as a guide. He added that 
he still maintains a correspondence with Dr. 3TTEFRL . 



MICUDA stated that he knew HUMITA as a fellow 
student at the University of Rome and as 1 friend in the United 
States* Ha added that he was not aware of the oolitlcal beliefs of 
HU)€rTA. He denied knowing 'rincj*. ENOALICF.FF or t>0 NSKOV . MICUDA 
stated, that he had met VIO AC^fDAI-LACORT through the church In Italy 
and had visited her and her husband at their home on several occasion©* 

He said they had always appeared to have plenty of money and he had 
understood they owned a soap factory in Italy* He said that he did 
not know whether Mrs. DAI-LAC^RT had any official connections with the 
Roumanian Legation in Italy or not but added that she had called Rumania 
long distance from R osae on various occasions. He explained his know* 
ledge of these calls by stating that he had been in her home at the 
time when the calls were made* He said that as far as he knew these j 
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calls were of a personal nature, MI CUD A* stated ha had had ns contacts 
with the Roumanian Legation in Italy. 



>!ICUDA stated that he cane to the United 
in 1950 and had taken out his first citizenship papers. Ha 
he was married to MARJORIjS^ptlCtfDA, nag^&SSBS, 'an American cit! 
fey birth. He said that he was. employed at the Kaiser Fraser 
at ion as an engineer and resided at 616 North River, X psilanti 




KXCUDA recalled the fast that he and HtWUTA had 
proposed a "Friends of the King" club in honor of King. 
denied that it had 'had any political implications. Be " said' ‘test ' bis® 
club had never progressed beyond the first stage of suggestion and 
had not materialised because neither hcror HtftuTA had been ie^erestod 
©nought to $u©h it. He also advised that the "Friends of the King 
Club* had received some unfavorable publicity due to misinterpretation 
placed on its purpose. 

BCCCUDA affirmed that he never engaged in any 
political activities in the United States and had never been in 
contact with the Roumanian Legation here. 
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
